Instructions  to- Supervisors  and  Graders :for  the  Re-inspection  ' 
of  Storage  Butter  for  DPl.ix 


Arrangenent-s  have  been  i.iade  v;ith  the  Dairy  Products  Marketing  ii.ssociation 
for  the  re-inspection  of  storage  butter.  Re-inspection  will  be  riade  only 
upon  request  fron  DPIIA  and  will  be  handled  on  the  following  basis: 

1.  DPLIa.  v/ill  be  the  Applicant  and  v;ill  bo  'billed  for  the  grading  on  a  tine 
basis,  plus  subsistence  and  transportation,  if  any,  incurred  by  the 
graders. 

2.  DPlvIii  will  furnish  the  Inspection  and  Grading  Division  v;ith  a  copy  of  the 
original  certificate,  nai.ie  and  address  of  warehouse  v;here  product  is 
stored,  and  storage  lot  nunber.'  requests  for  re-inspection  of  butter 
stored  in  the  l.lid'vjest  area'  will  be  directed  to  Leo  H.  Benson,  Chicago, 
Illinois.    Requests  for  re-inspection  of  butter  stored  in  all  other 
regions  should  be  directed  to  B.  J.  Oi.modt,  VJashington,  D.  C.  The 
office  receiving  the  request  v;ill.in  turn  assign  the  grading  to  the 
various  offices  and  graders,  throughout  the  countr;,^, 

3.  The  office  handling  the -detail  for  the  ro-inspoction  v/ill  subnit  .the 
necessary  information  including  copies'  of  the  original  certificate  to 
the  graders  and  supervisors  handling  the  'i7ork  in  the  area  where  the 
butter  is  stored. 


4.      The  re-inspoction  of  the  butter  for  quality  and  condition  -.[ill  b^;  made 
:0n  the  f  ollo\Ting  .basis ^; 

(a)  The  grader  v/ill  inspect  20^o  of  the  churnings  in  each  car  lot. 
In  the  event  the  car  lot  of  butter  contains  more  than  one  grade 
of  butter,  at  least  one  chur.iing  fror.:  each  grade  v;ithin  the  car 
lot  should  be  inspect :5d. 

(b)  The  butter  should  be  protoorly  tempered  before  grading.     The  surface 
condition  of  the  butter,  particularly  print  butter,  should  be  care- 
fully noted  for  off  condition.    aIso  chock  for  any  mold  development 
on  the  bo:cos,  liners,  and  butter,  and  note  v/hethcr  the  odor  from 
the  boxes  has  penetrated  the  butter,  and  if  so,  to  v/hat  extent. 
The  container  should  bo  removed  from,  tho  butter  to  determine  mold 
development.

The  g^^'ader  record  on  the  nonoranda  the  U.  3.  Grade,  for  each 

churning  exariined.  In  addition,  ho  vrill  indicate  the  condition  of 
packages  and  also  note  other  coinnents  hwlpful  for  deterraining  dis- 
position of  the  product. 


5.  Certificates  covering  the  re-inspection  of  rjach  car  lot  of  storage  butter 
v/ill  be  issued  by  the  Inspection  and  G-rading  Division  to  DPl'ui.  as  the 
Applicant.     The  spaces  on  the  certificate  headed  "Buyer"  and  ■'Seller"  nay 
be  loft  blank.    aH  statenents  covering  the  condition  of  package  and  the 
butter  should  be  shown  on  the  certificat(3  in  detail  so  that  no  further 
question  vjill  arise  after  issuance  of  certificates.    Also 'Sho;/  on  the 
certificate  the  nuraber  of  the  original  grading  certificate,  DRIa  contract 
number,  and  if  available,  tht;  TDi^  nuraber.     Inspection  fe';s  vjill  be  on  a 
time  basis  at  the  regular  prescribed  rrites  in  SRA-137,  plus  any  transpor- 
tation and  subsistence  i,;hich  nay  be  incurred  by  the  grader.     Insof:\r  as 
possible,  the  re-inspection  •jork  will  be  handled  by  graders  i.'ho  are  sta- 
tioned at  points  vihere  the  butter  is  stored  in  order  to  keep  subsist'^ncc 
and  transportation  costs  at  a  nininujn.     Indicate  as  part  lot  grading. 

6.  The  usual  distribution  shall  bn  nade  of  the  re-inspection  grading  certif- 
icate and  copies.  In  addition,  a  copy  of  each  certifi- 
cate shall  be  neiled  pronptly  to  B.  J.  Oniiodt ,  'Jashington,  T).  C. 

7.  The  main  purpose  of  the  re-inspection  is  tc  furnish  DPIi-v  \';ith  inf oi-n,;tion 
relative  to  deterioration  which  nay  hjve  taken  pi  tce  since  the  original 
inspection,  also  to  check  for  possible  nold  dev  .lopnent  -and  condition  of 
the  packages.     The  re-insp;;Ction  of  Ic^rge  qaaititiv.s  of  storeg..  butt  er 
will  furnish  valuable  infornL.tion  to  the  Inspection  and  Gr.iaing  Division 
v/ith  refercmco  to  keeping  qualities  of  the  butter  and  also  provide  a  check 
Oi",  the  original  grading.  ■  • 

8.  Reports  on  th^^  progrc;ss  of  the  re-inspection  work  will  be  nuint.iined  by 
the  Inspection  and  Grading  Division,  Jashington,  D.  G.    Sup.irvisors  -will 
be  expected  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  the-  re-inspection  work  and  make 
weekly  reports  on  tht^  progress  of  the  viovk  to  this  office.
